' safeguarding clause In the mval 
treaty. His statement read: 


"The 
so 
called 
safeguarding 


clause in the naval treaty will pro- 
vide in general that if during the 
term of the treaty the requirements 
of rational security of any of the 
three powers whose auxiliary ves- 
sels are limited are. in the opinion 
of that power, materially affected 
by new construction by any na^, 
tion whose auxiliary program is not 
limited by the 
treaty, that power 


will notify the other two of the 
amount and kind of building it re- 
quires. 
Thereupon 
those 
other 


powers shall be entitled to make a 
proportionate increase in the same 
category or categories." 
"Since the limitation of arma- 
ment is a voluntary process which 
no sovereign power has the right 
to enforce on another, it is wise in 
principle to enter 
into this ar- 
rangement, for by so doing we avoid 
responsibility for insisting that any 
other nation must have its hands 
tied in a possible emergency. 


Officers From Article 12. 


"This clause does not follow Ar- 
ticle 21 of the Washington treaty 
which I objected to when it was 
entered into, on the ground that it 
might entangle us in 
European 


naval problems and policies. While 
it is to be hoped that no .situation 
will arise under which any of the 
three powers may find it necessary 
to increase their tonnage of aux- 
liary" vessels, 
prudence calls for 


provision for such a contingency. 
"If a real emergency should arise, 
I should want the United States to 
be free to act without the consent 
of others, and of course we must 
concede the same right to them. It 
is desirable that those who limit 
their means of defense should feel 
safe in that limitation. Otherwise 
they would not continue the process 
of limitation."

1 NEBRASKA DAMS 
i 
Three Experts To Make 
Survey This Week-End 


Near North Plattc. 


Preliminary surveys will be made 


this week end in the vicinity ot 
North Platte, on the Platte and 
Birdwood rivers, for sites lor dam 
and storage reservoir, by the state 
water resource survey. Prof. Clarke 
W. Mickev of the University of Ne- 
braska, Robert W. Willis, 
chief ol 
;he Nebraska bureau of irrigation 
and drainage, and C. J. McNamara, 
consulting civil engineer of North 
Platte, will make the surveys. 
The'party will seek to determine 
tho location of a diversion dam on 
the Platte, between the confluence 
of the north and south forks 
and 
Brady Island. This location will be 
approximately four miles east ot 
North Platte, Professor Mickey said 
todav. 
In -the Birdwood creek canyon, 
about twenty-five miles northwest ol 
North Platte, a site will be chosen 
and necessary studies and surveys 
made to determine design and con- 
struction cost of a large earthen 
dam. 
ororx>sed to create a 
huge 
reservoir with 60.000 to 70,000 acre 
feet capacity. The impounded water 
is to be used by the areas below the 
reservoir. 
Professor Mickev states that the 
plan is to build these two projects 
by co-operative agreement between 
all irrigation projects east of North 
Platte and on both sides of therivei. 
Sites of the dams and estimated 
cost will be determined and pre- 
sented to each of the co-operatmg 
irrigation districts below the pro- 
lects. 
No special section of the valley is 
to benefit from the impounded wa- 
ters, but it is expected that the 
water will be used to supplement the 
inadequate supply during the dry 
season for all cooperating districts.

DISABLED WORLD 
WAR VETS EXEMPT 


FROM POLL TAXES 


Inquiry by World war veterans 
Thursday developed that veterans 
of that conflict who*are disabled, 
or drawing compensation Irom the 
government, are not being charged 
with poll tax. The same also Is 
true of Civil war and Spanish war 
veterans. 
Veterans of the two 
latter wars, however, are exempt 
from the tax even though they may 
not be drawing a pension. 
When it is known that a World 


•war man is disabled or being Mid 
compensation, he is exempt from 
the tax. it was said at the city 
treasurer's office. Every effort pos- 
sible has been made to learn -who 
these men are and the poll tax has 
been dropped against them even 
though application for the exemp- 
tion may not have been made. 
The action of the treasurer is au- 
thorized by an amendment to the 
state law. "passed by the 1925 ses- 
sion of the state legislature. Alter 
declaring certain non-competents 
and others esempt the statute 
reads: "A like exemption shall 
apply to honorably discharged vet- 
erans of the World war who are 
disabled or who are receiving dis- 
ability compensation from the fed- 
eral government." The same amend- 
ment also contained the provision 
that exempts all Spanish war 
veterans. 
Dropping the poll t*x In connec- 
tion with those who are Included 
in the exemption list, has caused 
little trouble for the treasurer. Al- 
most all of the trouble that has 
been emenenced with servicemen 
has come from those who are not 
exempt. Many have appeared and 
demanded that the tax be wiped 
off. 
claiming that they had been 
told by their army officers that 
any one who defended his country 
in time of war 
pay.

Purbaugh Advises 


Time For Spraying 


Orchards at Hand 


"Orchard spraying time is here, 


or at least will be very soon," J. F. 
Purbaugh, county extension agent, 
is advising county farmers In farm 
bureau notes being mailed from his 
office. Spraying for control of fungi 
and worms which attack fruits is 
recommended in the bulletin. 


He advises an early spray for 


the pink or cluster-bud stage to 
control fungus disease and early 
leaf eatnig insects such as the 
canker worm, bud moth, and ohters. 
"This spray." he says, "is especially 
important in old orchards where 
the canker worm is generally very 
prevalent." 


"The second spray must be ap- 


plied about ten days or two weeks 
after the first, or when the peUls 
or blossoms have pretty well fallen 
off. The spray controls coddling 
moth, more commonly called fruit f 
worm, also Juntas disease.

Purbaugh Adv ises 
Time Fo r Spray ing 
Orchards at Hand 
"Orchard spraying time is here, 
or at least will be very soon,” J. P. 
Purbaugh. county extension agent, 
Is advising county farmers in farm 
bureau notes being mailed from his 
office. Spraying for control of fungi 
and worms which attack fruits is 
recommended in the bulletin. 
He advises an early spray for 
the pink or cluster-bud stage to 
control fungus dlseabe and early 
leaf eatnig insects *uch as the 
canker worm, bud moth, and ohters. 
"This spray,’’ he says, "is especially 
important in old orchards where 
the canker worm is generally very 
prevalent.” 
"’The second spray must be ap­ 
plied about ten days or two, weeks 
after the first, or when the petals 
or blossoms have pretty well fallen 
off. The spray controls coddling 
moth, more commonly called fruft 
worm, also fungas disease. This 
spray should be applied thoroughly 
with the highest pressure available. 
Care should be taken to get the 
spray well up into the up-turned 
blossom ends of the young apples, 
so as to poison the larva when it 
attempts to eat its way' into the 
young apple. This spray must be 
done in time before the calyx of 
the young apple closes. 
“Care should be taken never to 
spray 
any fruit trees while in 
bloom, because of killing the bees. 
The bees And other Insects are 
needed to polUnlze the orchard.” 
The county agent is urgnlg farm­ 
ers to apply the second spray even 
though they miss the first, so as to 
control the fruit worm. Instruc­ 
tions for solutions to be used in 
the spray and estimates of their 
cost are furnished in the county 
agent’s letter to the farmer» .

arise out of the fact that the pres- 
ent law does n'ot permit deduction of 
money owed from amount of money 
^possessed on April 1, and the neces- 
sity of paying taxes on notes which 
i are uncollectable over a period of 


I years. 
Dissatisfaction is especially ex- 
ressed with the former of these 
wo matters. Persons doing exten- 
/ve book business point out that 
-hile they may have large amounts 
f money on hand, it is really not 
theirs since they owe portion? to 
thers. They likewise point out that 
! they don't have the money on 
.and but have it in the form of 
upposedly collectable accounts they 
are forced to pay taxes on th* ex- 
ected value of such accounts but 
re not allowed to deduct from this 
amounts they owe. 
Such taxpayers also point out that 
they are not only taxed on accounts 


ue them without permitting them 
o deduct accounts owed but that 
hey are taxed three mills to the 
ollar more on uncollected accounts 
,ue them than they would be ir 
hey had collected the accounts and 
lad the money on hand. 
Several persons have raised the 
uestion of whether they had to pay 
axes on notes on which they were 
receiving no income. Mr. Bell has 
held that the intent of the law is 
to collect taxes in accordance with 
;he value of notes. If they have to 
discounted, he admits this is per- 


missible. 
He points out, however, 
hat as long as there is a likelihood 
of the note being collected some- 
ime. that it has some value, which 
must be assessed for taxation. 
The assessor's office points oui, in 
egard to the criticisms of the fail- 
ure of the law to permit deductions 
rom intangible valuations of debts 
under identical headings, that in- 
tangible property is taxed at a con- 
siderably lower rate 
than is real 
estate. It was the intent of the law 
;o equalize this difference, it is be- 
ieved, by barring deductions of 
obligations owed. The effect, asses- 
sors acknowledge, has been to put 
an undue burden on taxpayers hav- 
ing heavy intangible property debt 
obligations in comparison to per- 
sons with similar net moneys but 
;ess nn the form of collectable ao- 
counts.

Nob ody who feels any pride in or loyalty to 
his home state and city, or who entertains In the 
slightest degree a spirit of appreciation for what the 
early settlers did in laying the fou ndation for the 
pre.sent commonwealth of Neb raska, cou ld perform 
su ch an act.

Phi Betft Kappa, national society for recognition 
of scholastic honors In colleges of arts and sciences 
in American u niversities has come u nder the ham­ 
mer of the stu dent newspaper at the University of 
Neb raska! It is not the first time in recent years that 
the organization has received criticism on the grou nd 
that the grades u sed as a b asis for electing its mem­ 
b ership are not a tru e indication of ab ility. 
The long line of disingu lshed contrib u tors to Ameri­ 
can life that have come ou t of American u niversities 
merit* some recognition of the fact that there is a 
correlation b etween scholastic marks and those in­ 
telligences capab le of adding 
significantly to the 
world's thou ght. It Is ob viou s, however, even to the 
casu al ob server that the professor with hu ndreds of 
stu dents cannot hope to cla.sslfy the ab ility of his 
stu dents throu gh grades with nearly the accu racy | 
possib le when institu tions of higher edu cation were 
smaller. 
' 
The su rprising thing is not that the stu dent editor 
has recognized this fact b u t tiiat nu merou s memb ers 
of the u niversity facu lty, memb ers of 
the society, 
have resented that recognition and ob jected to the 
editor’s criticism of the scholastic honorary. 
They 
might b etter have critlsed his assu mption that stu ­ 
dents with high grades secu re their grades b y choos­ 
ing easy cou rses and kow-towing to their instru ctors. 
Even a casu al acqu aintance with u niversity life wou ld 
reveal that those actions come in general from 
a 
mu ch lesii seriou s-minded grou p of 
stu dents 
than 
those who win Phi Beta Kappa, 
Phi Beta Kappa has made a seriou s mistake in re­ 
cent years which the stu dent editor has recognized. In 
Its attemrA to show that memb ers of the oiganlzation 
have b een more financially su ccessfu l than other col­ 
lege gradu ates. 
It is a fau lty emphasis, and it is 
doubtful If statistics wou ld b ear ou t the contention.

SUPPLANHNO LINSEED OIL. 
Few nations b ecome wealthy Ju st b y chance. 
To 
keep continu ally advancing 
and 
expanding in re­ 
sou rces requ ires vision, imagination and energy u p­ 
on the part of the people, and it Is the possession of 
these qu alities which keeps the United States In the 
forefront in commercial and indu strial affairs. Each 
year the manu factu rers #1 this cou ntry have b een 
paying from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 to the Chinese 
produ cers of tu ng oil. b u t within a short time this 
ou tlay will have b een entirely eliminated, if it has 
not, in fact, already b een done away with. 
Tu ng oil is su perior to linseed oil in the produ c­ 
tion of high gratte paints and varnishes, and is also 
u sed in the manu factu re of linoleu m, insu lating ma­ 
terials, soaps, water proof cloth and paper, as well as 
many other produ cts. 
Until a few years ago all of 
it came from China, b u t it is now b eing produ ced in 
Florida, where the first tu ng oil tree was planted in 
1906. 
According to M. Ogden 
Phillips, 
writing In 
Economic Geography, the first crfl, 2.2 gallons, was 
extracted from a b u shel of the seeds in 1913, while 
in the fall of 1928 more than 160,000 trees were pro­ 
du cing commercially. 
It is stated that a Florida tu ng tree, three and a 
half years old. will produ ce over 300 nu ts, while In 
China, ten year old trees yield only 130 nu ts. Some 
trees in Florida have produ ced as mu ch as fou r gal­ 
lons of oil in a year. This oil, owing to its pecu liar 
qu alities, has a higher market valu e than linseed oil. 
It is also produ ced more cheaply and u nder more 
advantageou s conditions. 
Flax, from which linseed oil is manu factu red, mu st 
b e planted each year, while tu ng <Ai trees are planted 
b u t once for a produ ction of from 25 to 30 years. 
Fu rthermore, flax is 
su sceptib le to 
disease 
when 
planted year after year oa the same soil; it requ ires 
plow cu ltivation, thu s indu cing erosion, and mu st 
harvested promptly when matu re. Tu ng oil nu ts can 
b e left on the grou nd for weeks and harvested at the 
convenience of the grower. 
The nu ts are gathered and hu sked mechanically 
and then allowed to thorou ghly dry. The seeds are 
then cracked and pressed whole, b eing first heated 
so that the oil will flow freely. Flaxseed srields a 
maximu m of 255 pou nds of oil per acre, while the 
yield from an acre of tu ng oil trees, nine years old. 
Is 1,800 pou nds. Of cou rse it will b e a lon|[ time b e­ 
fore tu ng oil su pplants" linseed, b u t it is altogether 
prob ab le that the consu mption of the latter wUl b e 
gradu ally decreased as the years go b y.

QUESTION. 
“ Dear 
Doctor: Where and 
by 
what J uices is s|daach digreted? I 
don t digest It; nev er did. 
J.** 
ANSWER. 
Llkq all natu ral foods, there Is In 
spinach the three chief food prin­ 
ciples; i» t)tein, fat and 
carb ohy­ 
drates. 
(Of 100 calories of b oiled 
si^nach—7 ou nces—there are ap­ 
proximately 12 C. of protein, 8 fat, 
80 carb ohydrates.) And the same 
digestive Ju ices that work on these 
principles in other foods also affect 
them in spinach. 
First, there is a slight changing of 
starch into su gar b y the saliva. In 
the stomach, starch digestion goes 
on a little fu rther, b u t It is the pro­ 
teins that are 
mostly 
worked on 
here, b y the hydrochloric acid and 
the pepsin. In the small intestines, 
the carb ohydrate and protein diges­ 
tion is completed b y the pancreatic 
and the intestinal Ju ices and the 
fats are worked on b y these and 
the b ile. It is only after the foods 
have b een chemically changed that 
they are ab sorb ed b v the b lood and 
lymph vessels of the millions of lit­ 
tle projections, <x villi, of the in­ 
testines. 
If spinach disagrees with you , it 
may b e possib le that you have an 
allergy or Idiosyncrasy to it; that 
means some u nfavorab le reaction 
which is not experienced b y the 
large majority. 
(This may b e du e 
to some irritation of the Intestinal 
mu cmis 
memb ranes from 
some 
cau se.) 
Spinach Is b eing knocked consid­ 
erab ly lately. I notice; b ecau se It 
has a slight amou nt of oxalic acid. 
(Rhu l^rb and sorrel, tea and coffee 
and pepper, are other food* IMted la 
Kellogg as contatnlng ox alic add.) 
However, It is only in those who 
have a severe case of acidosis that 
th ese foods wou ld have to b e limit- 


ed, althou gh KeUogg b elieves that 
rhu b arb has so mu ch oxalic acid 
that it shou ld b e avoided b y all. 
Spinach, however, is so high in 
iron and vitamins that it shou ld not 
lo^ its high place in the diet circle. 
The oxalic acid can easily b e re­ 
moved b y slight parb oiling, 
We have an article on b alanced 
Diet which may help you to check 
u p on you r diet. See colu mn ru les 
for ob taining It. 


Mrs. Y.: You shou ld see a su r­ 
geon ab ou t you r ru ptu re, either to 
b e advised ab ou t a tru ss or as to 
an operation.

LAKE ERIE FLOOD 
WATER RECEDING 


Scores of Families Driven 


From Shore Homes; 
Large Property Loss. 


TOLEDO. O.. April 17—<;P>—Lake 


Erie was settling back toward nor- 
mal today alter driving scores of 
familie* from their homes and caus- 
ing thousands of dollars of damage 
along the western shore. 
For two days, strong northeast 


winds shoved the waters up over the 
shore line and summer property be- 
tween here and Detroit and espec- 
ially at Point Place. Toledo suburb 
in Maamee Bay, was flooded. Many 
families, lured to their summer 
homes by the warm weather of last 
week, were forced to retreat to 
higher ground, and fishermen from 
here to Sandusky feared heavy 
losses through inability to reach 
their nets. 


The wind was decreasing early 


today, however, and further damage 
was expected to be confined to car- 
rying away of small property by the 
receding waters. 
Point Place was the worst suf- 


ferer. Cellars and roads in this res- 
idential section were flooded, fur- 
naces were doused with water and 
thirty families had to leave their 
homes. It was this district's worst 
flood danger in history. 


Willow Beach and Garland Beach, 


nearby resorts, were under water 
and at Garland Beach twelve more 
families were forced frcm their 
houses as water crept into the liv- 
ing rooms.

The 
murder was committed on Blue 
Island avenue, not far from Max- 
well street.Veteran Criminal. 


Police said Blew had been a fac- 
tor in the city's underworld for a 
quarter of a century. They said he 
was the man who furnished the 
saws and the automobile used in 
the 1918 escape from the county 
Jail of Frank McErlane, held as a 
safe blower, and Earl Deaf and 
Lloyd Bopp. The latter two were 
awaiting execution for murder. 


Blew recently was released from 
the federal penitentiary at Atlanta, 
where he was serving a sentence for 
complicity in a Cincinnati, O.. mail 
robbery in 1924.

plished in Chicago , in the accepted

The victim was Jo e Blew, 50 
years o ld, identified as a gangster, 
mail ro bber and safe blo wer. Ho w­ 
ever, a wo man who said she was his 
wife insisted his name was Jtoe 
Camero n and that he was a sales­ 
man who had cmne here reeentlf 
fro m Tennessee. The Blew identi 
flcatlo n was made by the po ll« 
fingerprint experts. 
Blew, dilvlnf a small sedan, was 
chMed wsveral blo cks by five men 
in a much larger car who po ured 
i machine gun bullets 
into 
Blew's 
i bo dy end then sped ewey. The 
murder wes co mmitted o n 
Blue 
; Island avenue, no t far fro m Max­ 
well street.Veteran Criminal. 
Po lice said Blew had been a fac­ 
to r in the city’s underwo rld fo r a 
quarter o f a century. They said he 
was the man who furnished the 
saws and the auto mo bile used in 
the 1918 escape fro m the co unty 
Jail o f fYank McErlane, held as a 
safe blo wer, and Earl Dear and 
Uo yd Bo pp. 
The latter two were 
awaiting executio n fo r murder. 
Blew recently was released fro m 
the federal penitentiary at Atlanta, 
where he was serving a sentence f<» 
co mplicity in a Cincinnati, O., mail 
ro bbery In 
1924. Po lice believed 
that since his release he has been 
engaged in the liquo r racket in 
Chicago . At the present time two 
west side gangs are understo o d to 
be in dispute o ver “privileges” o f 
beet distributio n, and it was tho ught 
Blew may have been slain in this 
co nnectio n.
